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London, October 14. 
HE laft Letters from Harwich advifing, 
that all the Pacquet-boats are kept on 
this Side by the Eafterly Wind which 
ftill continues ; ‘tis probable we hall 
have no Mail from Holland in fome 
Days: Wherefore we take this Opportunity, to pre- 
fent the Publick with the Pope’s Monitory (or De- 
claration ) of Excommunication againft the Duke of 
Savoy's Minifters, Officers, and others concern’d in 
making and publifhing certain Edidts, &c. to the 
Prejudice of the pretended Liberties of the Church, 
and the Authority claim’d by the Apoftolical See. 
Which we chufe to give at large, though ir will 
take up feveral Courants, becaufe the Facts enume- 
rated by the Pope for the Caufes of his Excommu- 
nication, ferve for a frefh Inftance, That whatever 
Catholick Prince has the Spirit and Senfe to exert 
his Soveraigaty for the Good and Benefit of his 
Subjects, in preventing the Riches and Lands of his 
Dominions from becoming ufelefs to the Protection 
ind Defence of the State by being {wallow’d up in 
the infatiable Guiph of the Church, which accord- 
ing tothe Clergy can regorge nothing, muft inevi- 
tably bring upon himfelf the Thunder of the Va- 
tican. 


CLEMENT. XI. Pope. 

For the future Memory of the Thing. ; 
W Hereas formerly upon Information receiv’d by 
our Predeceffor Pope Innocent XII. of happy 
Memory, that the Minifters of our Beloved Son 
the noble Victor Amadeus Duke of Savoy and 
Prince of Piemont, and his Lay Magiftrates, parti- 
cularly the Commiffioners of the Regiftry and Con- 
tracts, as alfo the Senates of Nice and Turin, bad 
done and attempted feveral things, not only contrary 
but injurious and even deftructive to the Authority 
of the Apoftolical See, the Ecclefiaftical Jurifdiction, 
Liberty, and Immunity; and direGtly againft the 
general Councils and facred Cannons, and the Con- 
ftitutions of the Roman Pontiffs our Predeceffors : 
In particular, ous faid Predeceffor Innocent be- 
ing inform’d, that firft of ai!, namely on the 18ch 
of September 1697, the faid Commifiioners of the 
Regiftry and Contracts publith’d a printed Edic, 
in which among other things they did by the 6th 
ion injoyn, under certain Penalties therein ex- 
prfs'd, the Syndicks, Counceliours, Secretaries, 
and others who for the Time being had the Admi- 
nitration and Government of the Cities, Diftrics, 
tnd Places of the Dominions of the faid Duke Vi- 
or Amadeus, not to grant for the Future any 
Placet (or Licenfe ) to any Perfon to go into Ec- 
Clefiaftical Orders; or if already entet’d into the 
lower Orders, to be promoted to the facred Orders 5 
tauch lefs to make any Contra rouching the Patri- 
mony of the Church; withonr firft informing the 
cer cali’d the Patrimonial Official-general, of the 
Applications made and by whom made to them 


for obtaining the faid Placet or Grant, tranfmicting 


likewife to the faid Official an Account as well of 
the Qualities and Capacitics of the Perlons, as of 
the Number of the Parochial Churches in the {aid 
Cities Diftricts and Places, of the EccleGaficks ce- 
lebrating Mats, of thofe who though promoied to 
holy Orders do not yet celebrate, and of other Cler- 
gymen dwelling within the fame; alfo of the Num- 
Ber of Friars and Nuns, and of the prefent Valua- 
tion of their Incomes, together with Information 
which have Parents and which no, and whether the 
Eftates or Effects they may be poffe(s’d of. be not 
under fome Obligation or Tenure to the Communi- 
ties or the Publick of the faid Ciries Diftrids and 
Places ; to the End that the faid Official might be 


able to make a due Report to them rhe Commiifio- - 


ners, that fo they might detemine what was fit for 
them to do in granting the faid Placer and fettling 
the Patrimony, with Regard to the Indigence of the 
Church and the Regulations of the Council of Trent; 
our faid Predeceffor Innocent order’d our venerable 
Brother the Arcthbifhop of Turin, ro ufe his beft 
Endeavours to procure adue Mederarion or Expla- 
nation of fo much of the faid Edict, as is prejudicial 
to the Ecclefiaftical. Liberty and Jurifdiction : Which. 
for 27 Months he did. all he could to effect, though 
in vain; till at length on the 17th of December 
1699, the fame Edict was publith’d anew, with an 
additional Declaration, that the Defign of the Or- 
ders prefcribed by the Edict on its firft publication, 
was, that the Patrimonial Official general, fupplying. 
the Negligence, of the particular Officials of the. 
publick Communities, might with the greater Ex- 
actnefs réprefent the State of thofe Communities to 
the fuperiour Clergy, that they out of their Pru- 
dence and Equity might apply a Remedy to 
the Prejudices arifing to the faid Communities from 
the too great Number of Ecclefiaftical Perfons, b 


proportioning that Number to the Neceffity and Ufe. 
of the Churches, and by reducing the Exorbitancy | 
of their Incomes according to the Intention of the: 
aforefaid Council of Trent. But this Declaration . 
being found infufficient ; after repeated Inftances- 


to no purpofe during 3 Months to obtain what 


might be fufficient, an Bdict was at laft fet forth by . 
the forefaid Archbifhop on the 20th of March 1700, . 
by which fo much of what the foremention’d Com- | 


miffioners had firft publith’d, as the faid Archbifthop 
jadg’d to oppugn and infringe the Ecclefiaftical Li- 
berty and Jurifdiction, was declat’d null. 

Likewife , it came to the Knowledge of 
our faid Predeceffor Innocent, that on the 12th of 
July 1699 an Edict was publifh’d by lay Autho- 
rity in the City of Hypporegium, by which the pub- 
lick Officers were commanded with all Expedition 
and Care to give Information of (or to return) all 
Ecclefiaftical Perfons, Univerfities, Bodies, and Col- 
leges, that did not pay towards the annual Land- 
Tax, for the Eftates fpecified in the general Roll, 
and poffe(s'd by them ; as alfo the religious Frater- 


nities who had like Poffeffions ; (tho’ they ftood ex- 


emptied from paying for them not only to the faid 
Tax but alfo to all other Impofitions ;) to tranfmit 
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the faid Information to the Commiffioners of the 
Regiftry, and in the mean time to proceed to the 
Sequeftration of the Profits of the Eftates {pecified 
in the general Roll, without any Refpect of Per- 
fons ; and other Injundtions to the faid publick Off- 
cers were contain’d in the faid Edict, in Prejudice 
of the Ecclefiaftical Liberty and Jurifdiction. Fur- 
ther, our faid Predeceffor receiving Advice, that 
Publication of the faid Edict was made in other 
Cities of the Principality of Piemont; to have the 
more certain Information, he wrote to all the Bifhops 
of that Principality to fend him the true State of the 
Matter, and in the mean time to be vigilant in the 
Defence and Prefervation of the Ecclefiaftical Li- 
berty. And ic appearing by their An{wers, not on- 
ly thac the faid Publication had been made in divers 
Places, buc that many other grievous Abufes, in 
Prejudice of the Ecclefiaftical Immunity and Jurif- 
diction, had alfo crep'd in among them : befides the 
particular Remedies prefcrib’d according to the Exi- 
gency of particular Cafes, the forefaid Bithops were 
commanded in general, by the Congregation of 
Cardinals of the holy Roman Church to whom at 
that Time the raking Care of the Ecclefiaftical Im- 
munity, and Cognizance of JurifdiGtional Contro- 
verfies, were committed, to publith a contrary E- 
dict, for fecuring and preferving the Rights of the 
Church, and putting a Stop co the néw Prejudices 
that might increafe daily ; Which Order was exe- 
cuted by fome of the Bifhops of Piemont. But the 
Publication of thefe contrary Edicts, namely, both 
that by the Archbithop of Turin againft the Edict 
iffued as is aforefaid by the Commiffioners of the 
Regiftry on the 18th of September 1697, and re- 
new’d the 17th of December 1699 5 and that ex- 
prefly commanded by the faid Congregation of 
Cardinals, and perform'd by the then Bifhop of 
Hypporegium and fome other Bifhops againft ano- 
ther Decree publifh’d as is abovemention’d in the 
faid City of of ges on the 12th of July 1699 ; 
ing refeated by the Commiffioners of the Regiftry, 
they did, at the Inftance of the Patrimonial Official 
general, fet forth on the 12th of May 1700 a new 
Edic&,or Refcript as they term it, which was printed, 
and publickly affix'd ; and therein declar’d, that it 
could not be the Intention of the faid Archbifho 
to make void their firft promulgated Edicts ; an 
though it were his Intention, yet it was not in his 
Power; and therefore declaring the Edict of the 
Archbifhop invalid and void, they commanded that 
their own Edi&s fhould be obferv’d in all Points 
and by all Perfons, notwithftanding what the faid 
Archbifhop had done to invalidate them ; admonith- 
ing him befides, not to obftru& the Execution of 
them for the future, on the Penalty of Sequeftration 
of his Temporal Eftate: and in the fame manner 
they declar'd void the other Edi& promulgated as 
is faid above by fome Bifhops, declaring that it 
could not be the Intention of thofe Bifhops to di- 
@urb their Jurifditton by an oppofite Edi@; and 
though it were, yet they bad rio Power to do ir, 
nor to hinder the levying of fertled Taxes that 
were * accuftom’d ro be paid by the Poffeffors of the 
Eftares {pecified in the general Roll, nor the Execu- 
tion of Blicts publifh’d on that Account; they alfo 
injovn'd the Obedience of the faid lay Edicts in 
all Points, under corporal Penalties to the Laity ; 
and admonith’d the Bithops, to forbear obftructing 
the Execution of the Edicts, or the levying of the 
Taxes, under the Penalty of Sequeftration of their 
Temporal Eftates. 


* The Eftates fpecified im the general Roll, paid certain 
Taxes while they were in the Poffufion of Laymen; but when 
the Clergy got them into their Hands, either by Purchafe or 
Donation, they claim’d Exemption from thofe Taxes.
